Wartime Spitfire: 

‘different crash’ 


F urther to my 

recent enquiry, I 
would like to 
thank both of your 
correspondents who 
wrote in regarding a 
Spitfire crash. 

Unfortunately, this 
was not the crash to 
which I refer. Following 
my letter in The GEM, I 
was contacted by a 
friend of very long 
standing, Mrs Marjorie 
Evans, of Colwinston. 

As I have mentioned, 
before, she had actually 
lived in the detached 
house adjacent to the 
field and although not in 
occupation at that time, 
knew of the incident. 

Within minutes, I was 
speaking to a Mr 
Thomas, an elderly but 
very fit gentleman who, 
almost unbelievably, as a 
young man was driving 
a tractor in an adjacent 
field! 

He told me that he 
then drove to the crash 
site fearing the worst 


and was astonished to 
find the shaken, but 
unharmed pilot, sitting 
on a wing, smoking a 
pipe! When asked if he 
was hurt in any way, the 
pilot replied: “Vo, I’m 
OK, Taff” (an 
Englishman!) 

Mr Thomas then 
recounted the many 
problems the RAF 
recovery team had in 
getting their aircraft 
transporter into and out 
of the field. 

I very much appreci¬ 
ate Marjorie and Mr 
Thomas contacting me 
so promptly, and if I 
could only discover the 
name of the pilot and his 
subsequent story, I 
would be, as they say, 
‘over the moon’.

PORTHCAWL USA NEWS 

Talk recalls 
‘glory days’ of 
Welsh slate 
industry 


NEARLY 90 hardy 
members of 

Porthcawl 
University of the 
Third Age braved 
the freezing weather 
to attend the 
January speaker 
meeting at The Rest 
Hotel, Porthcawl. 

The rise and fall of the 
north Wales slate indus¬ 
try and its barons was 
the talk given by 
Cowbridge U3A member 
Gwerfyl Gardner who 
grew up in the area. 

Slate is a volcanic ash 
sedimentary rock and 
has been used for every¬ 
thing from fencing enclo¬ 
sures and gravestones to 
flooring in St Asaph 
Cathedral and roofing 
Boston Airport in 
America. It has been 
exported around the 
world and at its peak, the 
industry employed 
around 17,000 people. 

Workers had incredi¬ 
bly hard and often short 
lives with 36 per cent 
dying from lung prob¬ 
lems which the owners 
would not accept was 
caused by slate dust and 
the harsh working condi¬ 
tions in the Gwynedd 
mountains. 

Slate and coal have 
similar histories and cul¬ 
tures; both are mined 


above and below ground 
and produced extreme 
wealth for privileged 
families such as the 
As sheton-Smiths at 
Llanberis, the Oakeleys 
at Maentwrog and the 
Penrhyn family in 
Bangor. 

All UK school chil¬ 
dren had a Welsh writing 
slate and chapels, male 
voice choirs, brass 
bands, and debating 
groups were popular 
social activities for 
workers, in stark con¬ 
trast to the Slate Barons’ 
extravagant lifestyles. 

Britain’s largest ever 
industrial dispute, the 
bitter and infamous three 
year lockout of 2,800 
men at Lord Penrhyn’s 
Bethesda quarry in 1900 
began the slate indus¬ 
try’s long decline. 

Lord Penrhyn was 
then the largest 
landowner in Wales and 
the irony of the tragedy 
is that the quarrymen’s 
descendants now own 
the estate, through the 
National Trust. 

This was a most inter¬ 
esting and enjoyable 
account of a major event 
in Welsh history which is 
mainly unknown in south 
Wales.

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‘Traumatised’ woman 
to leave Nantymoel 
after being burgled 


A YOUNG woman who moved to 
Nantymoel to start an independ¬ 
ent life, has been forced to leave 
the area after her home was bur¬ 
gled, Cardiff Crown Court has 
heard. 

Ceri Davies (34) of Blaen Ogwr Terrace, 
Nantymoel, appeared for sentence after 
being convicted by Vale Magistrates of 
attempting to steal from a car and burglary. 

Prosecutor Gareth James said Davies 
stole property from a paramedic’s parked 
car in Station Road, Nantymoel. He was 
spotted committing the offence by a neigh¬ 
bourhood watch operator.

Davies stole a radio and medical equip¬ 
ment. When arrested, Davies said he could 
not remember what had occurred because 
he had been taking heroin. He was charged 
and released on bail but hours later he bur¬ 
gled the home of Laura Fuller in 
Commercial Street, Nantymoel. 

When she discovered what had hap¬ 
pened, she became deeply upset and began 
crying. 

Said Mr James: “The intruder turned the 
place upside down. A large number of 
items were taken.” 

When interviewed by the police, Davies 


did not reply to any questions. The police 
discovered a significant amount of the 
stolen property, on which were Davies’ fin¬ 
gerprints. 

Miss Fuller, Mr James said, was trauma¬ 
tised by what occurred. 

She moved to Nantymoel to lead an 
independent life, but since the burglary, her 
feelings of loneliness and isolation had 
been exacerbated. 

He said she had suffered serious stress, 
could not eat or sleep properly, and she told 
the police: “I never want to set foot in that 
flat again.” 

Davies was said to have convictions for 
212 offences, many for theft. 

Sentence was adjourned. 


STAR UNVEILS A TRIBUTE TO 
AN HISTORIC PUB AT KENFIG

THE Game of 
Thrones and Stella 
actor, Owen Teale, 
has unveiled a last¬ 
ing memorial to the 
history of the 
Prince of Wales pub 
in Kenfig. 

The event was organ¬ 
ised by Reach, Bridgend 
County Borough 

Council’s rural develop¬ 
ment team, and The Pub 
is the Hub, a not-for- 
profit organisation 
which recognises the 
important role that pubs 
can play as centres for 
community life, a coun¬ 
cil spokesman reports. 

Using digital technol¬ 
ogy, a series of six short 
films starring Owen 
Teale and members of 
the community have 
been made which look at 
various aspects of the 
history of the pub and 
local area. 

Visitors will be able to 
watch the films by using 
a special kiosk that has 
been installed inside the 
pub. The kiosk will also 
provide details about the 
history of the pub and 
surrounding area, other 
useful websites, and 
where to find further 
information. 

Dating back to the 
16th century, the Prince 
of Wales pub was origi¬ 
nally constructed as a 
town hall, after the origi¬ 
nal structure was lost 
beneath the nearby sand 
dunes. 

As well as serving as 
a community meeting 
place, a school and a 
market for many years, it 
was also a court of law 


and a venue for events 
ranging from coroner’s 
inquests to the Gwyl 
Mabsant festival of 
dance. 

Previously known as 
Ty Newydd or ‘New 
House’ tavern, the build¬ 
ing was renamed the 
Prince of Wales in hon¬ 
our of the coronation of 
George IV in 1820. 

The trustees of the 
Kenfig Corporation con¬ 
tinue to hold meetings at 
the pub, which is regard¬ 
ed as being one of the 
most haunted buildings 
in Wales, as well as one 
of the most historic - the 
original borough mace 
and a copper measure 
were both donated to the 
National History 

Museum at St Fagans 
after being found inside 
an old wall safe at the 
pub. 

Deputy Leader David 
Sage, said: “The Prince 
of Wales pub has a really 
interesting history that 
covers several hundred 
years and is closely 
entwined with that of the 
local community, and it 
is entirely appropriate 
that it should become the 
first local venue to bene¬ 
fit from this scheme.” 

With almost 330 Pub 
in the Hub projects 
already set up around 
the UK, the service has 
been initiated by Prince 
Charles, as a way of 
encouraging and helping 
licensees and communi¬ 
ties to connect and share 
their experiences, and to 
work together to support 
and sustain local servic-

Man jailed 
after cutting 
throat 


on doorstep 


A PYLE man who 
had travelled to 
Shropshire to find 
his partner, who 
had left him, cut his 
throat eight times 
when he reached 
what he believed 
was her home. 

But, said prosecutor 
David Thomas, at 
Cardiff Crown Court, it 
was the wrong address 
and two brothers who 
witnessed what had hap¬ 
pened, were shocked by 
the experience. 

Aiden Murphy (51) 
left the scene bleeding 
profusely and gurgling. 

Two officers spotted 
him, one of whom said 
that in 18 years’ service, 
he had never come 
across such a harrowing 
scene. 

Murphy, formerly of 
Glasfryn Square, Pyle, 
was jailed for 16 
months, after pleading 
guilty to two charges of 
possessing a bladed arti¬ 
cle for self-harm. 

Said Judge Neil 
Bidder: “You adopted an 
extreme emotional reac¬ 
tion.” 

He added: “This was 
a very disturbing, fright¬ 
ening and shocking 
experience for innocent

victims. It was a terrible 
thing to see.” 

Said the Judge: “The 
carrying and use of 
knives in public must be 
deterred.” 

Mr Thomas said that 
on November 12, 
Murphy travelled to 
Shawbury near 

Shrewsbury looking for 
his partner, 42-year-old 
Sara Burgess. 

They had had a rela¬ 
tionship for many years 
which had broken down, 
and he accused her of 
having a relationship 
with another man. 

At one time, Murphy 
threatened to kill the 
pair, and the police 
issued a harassment 
warning to Murphy. 

On November 12, he 
travelled by car to a flat 
where he believed the 
couple lived, but it was 
the wrong address. 

Murphy disconnected 
the electrical supply to 
the property and when 
the door was answered, 
Murphy put a finger 
across his throat and 
moments later cut his 
throat with a Stanley 
knife eight times. 


“Blood spurted out 
and there was a gurgling 
sound,” said Mr 
Thomas. 

Police later discov¬ 
ered that he was in pos¬ 
session of another knife 
with an eight-inch blade. 

He told the police: 
“Leave me to die.” 

He said his intention 
had been to kill himself 
in front of the couple. 

Murphy was said to 
have previous convic¬ 
tions for causing actual 
bodily harm, possessing 
a firearm, possessing an 
offensive weapon, 
affray, possessing drugs 
with intent to supply and 
possessing cocaine. 

His barrister, David 
Leathley, said: “He suf¬ 
fered temporary instabil¬ 
ity. I myself was dis¬ 
tressed to see the injury 
he inflicted upon him¬ 
self. If the police had not 
intervened, he could 
have died.” 

He said he now has a 
new partner and sees his 
life in a new light. 

A restraining order 
was issued, banning 
Murphy from contacting 
Miss Burgess and her 
new partner for five 
years. 


Bridgend is stopped 
in its tracks by snow 


THE snow that 
descended in the 
early hours of 
Friday morning 
(January 18) 

stopped Bridgend 
county borough in 
its tracks. 

Almost every school 
in the borough was 
closed, although sec¬ 
ondary schools opened 
with a skeleton staff so 
that pupils could sit A- 
Level exams. 

Roads were quiet, 
particularly when it 
became clear that the 
M4 between Pyle and 
Sarn had been closed, 
as vehicles were stuck 
in the snowfall. 

Traffic diverted from 
the M4 soon became 
stuck on the A48

around Stormy Down 
and, with news that 
towns such as Bridgend 
and Cowbridge were 
having difficulty coping 
with the snow, relative¬ 
ly few drivers set out to 
go to work. 

While Cardiff 

Airport was not closed, 
access to it was very dif¬ 
ficult, and a number of 
flights were cancelled. 

The recycling collec¬ 
tions scheduled for the 
Friday were postponed. 

After the weekend, 
things improved, but a 
number of schools did 
not re-open on the 
Monday, citing health 
and safety fears. 

In the main, these 


were primary schools in 
the Garw, Llynfi and 
Ogmore valleys. These 
included: Betws, 

Blaengarw, Caerau, 
Garth, Nantyffyllon, 
Nantymoel, Ogmore 
Vale, Plasnewydd, and 
Tynyrheol. 

Secondary schools 
were open, with the 
exception of Brynteg 
and Cynffig, which 
were open only for A- 
Level exam students. 

Ty Tanglwyst Dairy 
in Pyle, maintained a 
100 per cent delivery 
record, using tractors 
to cope with the more 
extreme conditions, and 
even doing extra deliv¬ 
eries to a local super¬ 
market whose regular 
delivery had failed to 
arrive.

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How Arab Spring has let 
loose terrorist groups 


B ack in 

November, I 
promised to 
write on aspects of 
the changes that 
have been brought 
about in the Middle 
East and North 
Africa by what 
everyone now calls 
the Arab Spring, 
and how this might 
impact on us. 

I planned an article on 
sub-Saharan Africa, but 
Christmas and other 
issues intervened. It is a 
bitter irony that I return 
to it now as events in 
that region, in particular 
Mali, are now dominat¬ 
ing our news bulletins 
and posing some awk¬ 
ward questions about 
what role we should take 
and what we do next. 

At the start of the 
week, the House of 
Commons was debating 
the Government’s deci¬ 
sion to offer logistical 
assistance to the French 
and their intervention in 
Mali, but has ended with 
the horrific hostage tak¬ 
ing of gas employees in 
Algeria and the Prime 
Minister making a state¬ 
ment to the House. 

As I write, the num¬ 
ber of lives lost is 
unknown. What is cer¬ 
tain is that this has wide- 
reaching implications for 
us. 

The countries of sub- 
Saharan Africa, although 
separated from their 
northern neighbours by 
the vast expanse of the 
Saharan desert, are feel¬ 
ing the knock-on effects 
of the Arab Spring and 
the fall of dictatorships. 

While the disappear¬ 
ance of the coastal 
regimes is to be wel¬ 
comed, they have in turn 
unleashed forces we 
barely understand and 
released an arsenal of 
weapons into the hands 
of groups whose inten¬ 
tions are malign. 

Nowhere is this truer 
than in Mali. Prior to

this week, what most of 
us knew about Mali 
could probably have 
been written on the back 
of a postage stamp. 

One of its main 
towns, Timbuktu, used 
to express somewhere 
far far away. It simply 
was not on the media 
agenda. 

However, the situation 
in Mali has been deterio¬ 
rating for nearly a year. 

A military coup last 
March, was prompted by 
the failure of the Malian 
government to deal with 
the takeover of the 
northern part of the 
country by radical 
Islamic groups moving 
south from Libya and 
Tuareg rebels. 

As one conflict was 
drawing to a close in 
Libya, another one was 
in full swing in Mali. 

The Tuareg fighters 
employed by Gaddafi in 
Libya as his private 
army fled south as his 
regime fell, taking with 
them a wide range of 
munitions and guns for 
h ir e. 

Islamic terrorist 
groups employed the 
Tuareg to secure their 
control of the north. The 
three main Islamists 
groups in Mali are Ansar 
Dine, Movement for 
Unity and Jihad in West 
Africa (Mujao) and Al- 
Qaeda in the Islamic 
Maghreb (Aqim). 

The differences 
between them are slight, 
all are seeking power, to 
impose Islamic law and 
to access the great 
wealth of the region. 

Mali’s problems are 
not neatly contained 
within its borders. The 


intervention by France, 
with British, Belgian and 
Danish assistance and 
the involvement of 
troops from a wide range 
of neighbouring coun¬ 
tries, including Nigeria, 
is indicative of fears that 
the conflict will spread. 

Terrorism flourishes 
where there is instability 
and weapons are readily 
available. The determi¬ 
nation to block the rise 
and growth of Islamic 
terrorism across the 
region is uniting govern¬ 
ments. 

Taking a brief tour 
around the region, it is 
not impossible to see 
how quickly this region 
could cause more than a 
few headaches. Mali 
aside, neighbour Nigeria 
(one of Africa’s richest 
countries) has suffered 
numerous attacks perpe¬ 
trated by Boko Haram 
linked to Al-Qaeda. 

Another, Niger, has 
on-going problems with 
Al-Qaeda, while to the 
east, Somalia has a long 
history of being a centre 
for Al-Qaeda. Across the 
Straits of Hormuz we 
also have Yemen. 

It should come as no 
surprise that extremist 
groups have gained a 
foothold in places where 
poverty is endemic. The 
UK is a major donor in 
Somalia, Sudan and 
South Sudan in recogni¬ 
tion that stable states are 
in everyone’s interest. 

Much of what the UK 
offers comes in the form 
of programmes to foster 
conflict resolution and 
humanitarian assistance. 
Into this unstable mix, 
another factor is at play 
and that is the natural 
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resources of the region, 
most notably oil. 

One third of all new 
discoveries of oil since 
2000 were in Africa. 
There remain many 
untapped reserves in 
sub-Saharan Africa. 

Not everyone has ben¬ 
efited from the exploita¬ 
tion of these resources. 

Equatorial Guinea is 
the region’s third biggest 
producer of oil; it also 
has the longest serving 
dictator. 

His personal wealth is 
estimated to be $600mil- 
lion, while the vast 
majority of the popula¬ 
tion live on no more 
than $1 a day. Their life 
expectancy is just 55. 

Resources that could 
transform the lives of 
people are being exploit¬ 
ed to the advantage of 
the few. 

Somalia borders the 
Gulf of Aden, through 
which much of the ship¬ 
ping that supplies us 
with all nature of con¬ 
sumer goods and oil 
comes. 

Dealing with the 
problem of piracy com¬ 
ing out of Somalia had 
focused much of the 
world’s attention on the 
small country of 
Djabouti, which I will 
address in the next arti¬ 
cle. 

In the immediate 
future, our focus has to 
be on dealing with the 
aftermath of the hostage 
crisis and addressing the 
question of what our role 
should or should not be 
in Mali. 

In the longer-term, it 
is apparent that whether 
we like it or not, we can¬ 
not ignore what goes on 
elsewhere, no matter 
how far away it may 
seem. 

It is also clear that A1 
Qaeda had moved on 
from Afghanistan and 
found a new foothold in 
Africa.

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Teacher is 
guilty of wine 
glass assault 


A COWBRIDGE teacher faces 
the possibility of a prison sen¬ 
tence for smashing a wine glass 
over the head of a former part¬ 
ner in a Cowbridge pub. 

At Cardiff Crown Court, 46-year- 
old Julie Breed, a mother of four, 
branded Byron Brinkley, her victim, a 
“love rat”. 

Breed, of Woodland Close, 
Cowbridge, was found guilty of caus¬ 
ing Mr Brinkley actual bodily harm. 

Recorder Catherine Brown said: 
“She was lucky not to have been 
charged with wounding.” 

She said there were aggravating fea¬ 
tures in the case and guidelines indicat¬ 
ed the starting point would be a custo¬ 
dial sentence. 

The case was adjourned for report 
until February 8, and Breed was 
remanded on bail. Prosecutor Harry 
Baker said that on October 29, 2011, 
during the Cowbridge Food Festival, 
Breed went into the Duke of 
Wellington pub where she saw Mr 
Brinkley with his new girlfriend. 

At the time, he was a groundsman at 
Brynteg Comprehensive School, 
Bridgend, where Breed was an art 
teacher. 

The couple had had a relationship 
for five years, but split up some time 
before. 

She asked Mr Brinkley: “Who’s 
this? Are you seeing her?” 

She said he replied, “yes” and said 
they had been together for three weeks, 
to which Breed retorted: “He was in 
my bed on September 27.” 

Mr Baker said she then poured a 
glass of wine over his head and delib¬ 


erately smashed the empty glass on his 
head. Soon after, she was arrested in 
the centre of Cowbridge and told a 
police officer: “I know what I did, I 
glassed him. Once I threw my drink 
onto him, I smashed my glass on his 
head.” 

She signed the officer’s notebook to 
this effect. 

But at a later interview, she claimed 
the glass had smashed accidentally 
when Mr Brinkley executed a “boxing 
swerve”. She said she was shocked by 
what happened and had not intended 
the glass to smash. 

At the time, she said, she had drunk 
three large glasses of wine. 

In evidence, she said that at the 
time, she was in a “dry panic” and she 
added: “I didn’t say I was guilty. I was 
talking rubbish. It was not an admis¬ 
sion of guilt. I panicked.” 

She said that she and Mr Brinkley 
did not discuss splitting up, and he had 
not told her that he was with someone 
else. She said she had been upset and 
confused and in the previous three 
weeks had sent him several text mes¬ 
sages which were not answered. 

She denied having difficulty recog¬ 
nising that the relationship was over, 
because she didn’t regard it as finished. 

She also told the jury she was “utter¬ 
ly shocked” to see him in Cowbridge 
and added: “He hated the town and 
hated everybody there.” 

She also denied being angry with 
him in the pub and said she “wanted 
clarification”. 

She also said she was not jealous of 
him being with a younger, blonde 
woman.

BRIDGEND MP JOINS 
RAIL SAFETY TALKS

“The meeting was very productive. 
Mr Burns gave us a number of under¬ 
takings about what he would do to 
help to ensure the rail safety message 
reaches as many children as possible, 
including making contact with his 
colleagues in the department for edu¬ 
cation. 

“I will be writing to Mr Bums to 
follow up on what we discussed and 
what the next steps will be. 

“It is vital that children understand 
the dangers of playing on or near rail¬ 
way lines. Not only are lives put at 
risk, but there is also the emotional 
trauma for drivers and rail staff and 
the financial cost to the rail industry,” 
she added.

The charity says it is 
a sad reminder that 
despite the charity’s 
famous slogan, ‘A Dog 
is for Life, Not Just for 
Christmas’, people are 
still discarding their 
dogs as if they are toys, 
especially post- 
Christmas once the 
novelty wears off. 

In addition, the total 
number of stray dogs 
in Wales increased 
from 9,482 in 2011 to 
10,230 in 2012, equat¬ 
ing to a staggering 28 
dogs being picked up 
each day by local 
authorities in the 
region, some of which 
have ended up at Dogs 
Trust Bridgend. 

Dogs Trust Bridgend 
Rehoming Centre man¬ 
ager, Beverley Price 
said: “We are always 
happy to help rehome 
and look after dogs 
that come into our 
care, but the numbers 
are still far too high. 

“As we begin 2013, 
we hope to see a 
decrease in the 
instances of straying 
and dogs being handed 
into rescue centres in 
Wales and the rest of 
the UK.”

THE Vale Council has released 
full details of tenants who will 
be affected by the new ‘bed¬ 
room tax’. 

From April 2013 housing benefit 
rules are changing for ‘working age’ 
tenants who live in council and housing 
association properties. 

Deductions will be made from hous¬ 
ing benefit claims where a housing ben¬ 
efit claimant is living in a property that 
is classed as too large for them. 

There will be a 14 per cent deduction 
for one extra bedroom and a 25 per cent 
deduction for two or more bedrooms. 

A council report has revealed that 
there are currently more than 600 
households that will be adversely 
affected by the reforms, and this will 
result in financial hardship in most 
cases. 

This is broken down by residents 
who are: 

Currently living in four-bed 
properties: 

Underoccupying by one room - 12; 
underoccupying by two rooms - eight; 
underoccupying by three rooms - 
seven. 

Currently living in three-bed 
properties: 

Underoccupying by one room - 281, 
and underoccupying by two rooms - 
117. 

Finally, of those currently living in 
two-bed properties, 218 are classed as 
underoccupying by one room. 

The information was revealed in an 
appraisal of the HOMES4U organisa¬ 
tion, considered by members of the 
scrutiny committee for housing and 
public protection. 

The report said that there are a num¬ 
ber of joint working initiatives with

housing benefits, and with the existing 
HOMES4U partner organisations, 
attempting to minimise the impact of 
the reforms. 

Information was being provided in a 
variety of formats including open day 
events, distribution of leaflets, letters, 
home visits, improved money advice 
and amendment to the existing web 
pages for both council and housing 
associations. 

The report said that steps would be 
taken to place tenants who are under¬ 
occupying - and therefore suffering 
benefit cuts - in other properties. 

It went on to say that, in future, 
applicants will only considered for 
properties that are suitable in line with 
the reforms. 

The report went on to say: “There 
will be, as a result of the reforms, far 
greater emphasis on mutual exchanges 
to allow existing tenants to source more 
suitable properties across the 
HOMES4U partnership. 

“All officers will look to promote, 
source, and actively manage mutual 
exchanges for the benefit of tenants in 
the Vale.” 

The report warned: “It is anticipated 
that some tenants may experience 
financial difficulty when adjusting to 
the welfare reform proposals. 

“The accommodations cap and the 
reduction in council tax benefits will 
have an immediate impact on an indi¬ 
vidual’s gross and disposable income. 

“In addition the introduction of uni¬ 
versal credit will also have an impact, 
as individuals are expected to manage 
their own benefits and expenditure, as 
opposed to the housing benefit being 
sent directly to the landlord.” 


Coun Ian Johnson, of Plaid Cymru, 
who represents the Buttrills ward in 
Barry’s town centre, says that the plans 
are unfair and will penalise families for 
circumstances which may be beyond 
their control. 

He blamed the Coalition 
Government for the policy. 

He said: “Many of these families live 
in Barry town centre accommodation, 
where the majority of social housing is 
maintained. 

“There are over 600 families in the 
Vale who will find themselves losing 
out financially in April when this unfair 
Tory bedroom tax is introduced. Some 
families could lose £25 per week. 

“Eamilies are going to be penalised 
for where they live, even though there 
are no realistic options where they can 
move. 

“It is not as if families can up sticks 
and move house at the drop of a hat. 
People’s lives just aren’t as simple as 
that. 

“The Vale of Glamorgan’s Local 
Housing Market Allocation report from 
2010 says that up to three-quarters of 
social rented housing should be one or 
two-bedroom accommodation to meet 
our needs. 

“But it takes time to change the 
housing profile and that should be a 
long-term aim. 

“The current proposals are just about 
making cuts at the expense of some of 
our most vulnerable families.” 

Under the formula for under-occupa¬ 
tion, two children of the same sex are 
expected to share a room until the elder 
is 16. 

Two children of different genders are 
expected to share a bedroom until the 
elder is 10. Couples who live together 
are expected to share a room. 


Council unveils its 
plans for Cosmeston 


THE Vale Council is 
planning to put the 
Cosmeston Medieval 
Village Trust at the 
centre of efforts to 
develop the country 
park. 

At the cabinet meeting 
that took place in Penarth last 
Monday (January 21) an offi¬ 
cers’ report revealed that the 
council is also considering 
setting up a ‘Eriends of 
Cosmeston Lakes’ group. 

The report noted that in 
June 2012, a new model for 
the operation of Cosmeston 
Medieval Village was put 
into place. Previously the 
Council employed a large 
team of staff, organised 
events at its own financial 
risk and provided costumed 
staff to enhance the village 
experience. 

This had resulted in a very 
significant financial loss to 
the council. The report said 
that much of the losses relat¬ 
ed to “core management staff 
time” and other costs went 
on preparation for events 
which were entirely weather 
dependent, and often provid¬ 
ed very limited revenue. 

The report noted that 
“...the vast majority of 
Country Park visitors did not 
enjoy the Medieval Village, 
as they elected not to pay for 
entry”. 

Under the new model, 
fewer staff are managed 
directly by the Country Park 
Ranger Service, realising 
“very significant cost sav¬ 
ings”. 

The village has been 
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opened to country park visi¬ 
tors at no charge, although 
the visitor experience has 
been reduced due to fewer 
costumed staff. 

Guided tours continue to 
be offered to pre-booked par¬ 
ties, including schools, but 
council-led events have been 
stopped. The council has set 
fees for third parties to deliv¬ 
er events, at their own finan¬ 
cial risk. 

The report noted that it 
has been possible to re-intro- 
duce guided tours for the 
general public without pre¬ 
booking, albeit at present 
limited to weekends. This 
has been done at no addition¬ 
al costs and original savings 
targets are being met. 

Entry remains free of 
charge, with electronic 
wands in multiple languages 
available as an alternative to 
a tour, at a charge. 

The village, says the 
report, now forms an integral 
part of the country park, with 
all visitors enjoying free 
entry. However, with fewer 
costumed staff on site, it is 
recognised that interpretation 
needs to be improved. 

In this respect, an applica¬ 
tion was successfully sub¬ 
mitted to Creative Rural 
Communities, the Council- 
led Rural Regeneration 
Partnership. 

This grant is for funding 
to purchase comprehensive 
interpretation materials and 
signage. Match funding will 
be found from existing coun¬ 
cil budgets. 


In parallel to this, officers 
are exploring ways of gener¬ 
ating volunteer activity on 
site, to increase the number 
of costumed interpreters. It is 
also possible that some ani¬ 
mals may be reintroduced. 

Leisure and other com¬ 
mercial organisations have 
been invited to put on activi¬ 
ties and events at both coun¬ 
cil-owned country parks 
(Cosmeston and Porthkerry). 

The report says that these 
plans rely on bringing in 
external resources; through 
grants, income, volunteer 
activity, or simply ideas. 

To aid this, a Eriends of 
Cosmeston Lakes Group is 
planned. If such a body 
becomes a charity, it can 
apply for grants not available 
to the council. The report 
notes that, as a result of the 
recent changes at the village, 
a community interest group 
has formed, wishing to 
enhance the village. 

Officers have worked 
closely with and supported 
this group, resulting in a for¬ 
mal proposal being received. 
The group has now constitut¬ 
ed itself into a not for profit 
limited company, registered 
as the Cosmeston Medieval 
Village Trust. 

The Trust has presented a 
range of aspirations for 
involvement in the village. 
As a starting point, it would 
like to recruit volunteers, 
raise funds and in particular 
plan a programme of core 
events at the village. 

The council plans to enter 
into a ‘Memorandum of 
Understanding’ with the 
Trust.

slavery, may be well 
askew (with Spike Lee 
having admonished 
Tarantino for making 
light of the struggles 
faced in the world at this 
time) it certainly man¬ 
ages to entertain, view¬ 
ing events with an eye 
for the comedic rather 
than the dramatic. 

Tarantino is also con¬ 
tinuing to evolve as a 
director, and this feels 
like his most sprawling 
and epic film yet; partly 
this has much to do with 
the nature of the western 
and the shots of the 
sprawling vistas that are 
de rigueur, but also in 
the way Tarantino han¬ 
dles the shootouts, a cli¬ 
mactic gunfight echoing 
the feel of the House of 
Blue Leaves sequence 
from Kill Bill: part one 
(like Django... a film 
about revenge and right¬ 
ing wrongs), and also 
the use of locations, giv¬ 
ing the film a grand 
scope. 

Having stolen 
Inglourious Basterds 
from his auspicious co- 
stars, Christoph Waltz 
does the same thing here 


as Dr Schultz, the char¬ 
acter fitting the actor 
like a glove. Delivering 
the dialogue with a 
flourish. Waltz is thor¬ 
oughly superb, while 
Leonardo DiCaprio’s 
first stab at villainy sees 
the actor gratefully eat¬ 
ing up the scenery in a 
character that benefits 
from the actor’s per¬ 
formance. 

With Samuel L 
Jackson doing a wonder¬ 
fully slimy turn as 
Candle’s faithful servant, 
the film doesn’t want for 
quality performances; 
but against such compe¬ 
tition, Jamie Foxx is per¬ 
haps the weakest on 
show. Certainly, he 
offers a performance of 
physical presence and no 
little degree of cool, but 
the character goes 
against the actor, 
Django’s stolic sense of 
getting even coming up 
short against the other 
actors’ vibrant charac¬ 
ters. 

It’s the only real 
minus in a film full of 
positives, one that sees 
Quentin Tarantino hit a 
home run and deliver a 


fine piece of work; for 
Django Unchained sees 
Tarantino unleashed! 

VERDICT- A glori 
ous effort that hits all the 
right notes, Django 
Unchained is another 
high-quality Quentin 
Tarantino film. Packed

present it was for the 
residents of Rhoose to 
receive letters notify¬ 
ing us that the plan¬ 
ning application for 
350 new houses had 
been rejected on 
appeal, and yet bare¬ 
ly was the ink dry on 
the paper when, just a 
few days later, The 
GEM carried a notice 
from the Vale Council 
(January 3) stating 
that a revised propos¬ 
al has been submitted 
for review by the 
Planning Committee. 

One cannot help but 
feel that this is town 
planning by stealth - 
when it has been years 
since villagers were con¬ 
sulted on the building 
works and also when so 
many issues remain 
unresolved - both from 
drainage and access 
rights affecting Rhoose 
Point - through to the 
inadequacies of a full 
impact study on the 
wider area. 

Much of the data 
being relied upon now is 
years old and, as such, 
does not adequately 


reflect the current status 
of the area. Traffic is 
much heavier now than 
when the original studies 
were carried out, the 
Welsh Assembly is look¬ 
ing to give the airport a 
new lease of life, and 
there are worrying signs 
of coastal erosion readily 
visible and affecting res¬ 
idents. None of these 
aspects have been 
addressed and these are 
to name but a few. 

Furthermore, as the 
original environmental 
study failed to recognise 
important factors as fun¬ 
damental as the fact that 
there are bats frequent¬ 
ing the area (readily visi¬ 
ble on a summer's 
evening along the course 
of Happy Valley Lane), 
or significant flooding of 
the lane. I am left won¬ 
dering what other perti¬ 
nent information has 
eluded those compiling 
these environmental 
impact studies. 

I would like to appeal 
to the council in the 
strongest terms to adopt 
a policy of perspicacity 
in this matter as the 
majority of residents in 
the village are unaware 
that the initial stages of 
the development are 
being progressed without 


due processes of consul¬ 
tation. 

At the moment infor¬ 
mation is purely dissem¬ 
inated by means that 
people are only aware of 
should they happen 
across something in the 
pages of The GEM or go 
to the effort of getting 
out of their cars to see 
what has been posted on 
lampposts. 

Furthermore, few 
realise that the current 
proposals for the next 
phase of building is a 
precursor to a much 
greater building project. 

It involves laying 
down the infrastructure 
which would see all of 
the green land from 
Rhoose down to the 
Point, turned into one 
massive building devel¬ 
opment, while the local 
traffic will be swollen to 
bursting point with the 


addition of hundreds of 
cars on what are already 
inadequate roads. 

To allay fears that this 
whole process has 
become highly obfuscat¬ 
ed, I would appreciate 
not only clarity, but fur¬ 
thermore, an open com¬ 
ment from the council in 
either confirming or 
refuting local specula¬ 
tion that houses have 
already been purchased 
on Porthkerry Road at 
the top of Happy Valley 
Lane to facilitate the 


building project; and that 
the land to the north of 
the railway line was, in 
fact, recently sold to the 
housing developers - 
even though the project 
is still supposed to be in 
its planning stages. 

And if a picture 
speaks a thousand 
words, just consider this 
picturesque winter won¬ 
derland of our ever- 
reducing green spaces 
{above) and imagine it 
covered with houses.

PLAID Cymru coun¬ 
cillors in Barry claim 
that the Vale’s five 
new traffic wardens, 
who will be known as 
civil enforcement 
officers, may not be 
enough to deal with 
town centre parking 
problems when they 
are re-introduced in 
April.

The concerns were 
also echoed by another 
Plaid councillor, Coun 
Steffan Wiliam, who said 
that it would be hard for 
them to also deal with 
additional work at Barry 
Island and Penarth 
Marina during the busy 
summer months. {In con¬ 
trast to the Vale’s five 
officers, neighbouring 
Bridgend county will 
have 12 CEOs). 

Coun Johnson said: 
“As a Barry town centre 
councillor, I am very 
aware of the limited 
parking opportunities 


council-owned flats to 
improve residents’ 
safety. 

Coun Bertin, who 
represents the Court 
ward, said that this 
was agreed by the 
Scrutiny Committee 
and would go before 
the Vale’s cabinet for a 
flnal decision. 

The request fol¬ 
lowed a fire in flats 
located on Court 
Road. Coun Bertin 
said he originally 
sought to get every flat 
covered immediately, 
but was informed by

This development is set within the grounds of a Grade I listed 
building known as Hensol Castle. The nine former community 
buildings on the old hospital site have been transformed into 
four luxury apartments. Two of these units, on the south eleva¬ 
tion, have been extended with modern glass conservatories, 
bringing the outdoors inside, whilst making the most of the 
stunning rural landscaping. 

The developer had to base the designs on strict planning con¬ 
straints, due to the listing of the whole development - hence 
the importance of the care taken of surrounding areas during 
the construction process. 

As the unit was a former hall, it had no internal intermediate 
floors - therefore, the four new units required modern timber 
floor and metal stud partitions, which enabled the highest lev¬ 
els of sound and thermal insulation to be achieved. 

During the construction process, the developer had to take 
care in preserving the envelope of the existing unit and also 
the existing landscape, due to tree preservation orders. In 
addition, the internal layout was designed around the impos¬ 
ing entrance, to ensure that heritage aspects of the scheme 
were promoted. 

Very little of the existing external envelope was altered, the 
main alterations to the units were to the south elevation. 
External walls were lined with insulated products, air condi¬ 
tioning systems were also installed to control the living envi¬ 
ronment. The end result was the creation of high-quality fin¬ 



ished apartments, which were very well sound proofed and 
highly insulated, giving a new lease of life to a formerly empty 
community hall. 

As the owner and contractor of the scheme are one and the 
same, the quality of finish and site control of all aspects of the 
construction process could be closely monitored. A develop¬ 
ment team approach was employed between the owner/con¬ 
tractor, conservation officer, planning officer and the Building 
Control officer, which was of major benefit to the success of 
the scheme.

This site was a social club which had 
been vacant for a number of years. The 
existing building ,which is Victorian in 
design, has been extended several 
times - none of which enhanced the 
character or appearance of the building, 
considering it is located within a 
conservation area. 

Developers demolished all the exten¬ 



sions and retained the existing Victorian 
building by converting it into five apart¬ 
ments ~ retaining all the existing fea¬ 
tures not damaged by previous alter¬ 
ations, including a modern extension of 
11 apartments, which will be linked to 
the existing unit at ground floor by a 
glazed link, and at first floor level by an 
open bridge. 

The extension is of blockwork cavity 
construction with a smooth render finish 
designed to totally contrast with the 
stone construction of the existing unit All 
apartments created within the main unit, 
have a unique design and each has had 
any original features restored, such as 
the Victorian mosaics tiled ground floor, 
timber sash windows, and queen post 
trusses - also exposed within the top 
apartment. 


The u-values were enhanced on the 
existing property by upgrading - exist¬ 
ing walls lined with insulation, double 
glazing incorporated in the refurbish¬ 
ment, and improved roof insulation. In 
fact, the new extension has incorporat¬ 
ed increased levels of insulation of all 
elements, with installation of rainwater 
recycling and photovoltaic panels, to 
generate electricity to light stairwells 
plus general lighting of the site. 
Condensing boilers used throughout, 
including all light fittings, are of a low 
energy type. All work was well above 
current minimum levels for compliance 
with Building Regulations. 

The building was completed to a very 
high standard, with excellent communi¬ 
cation between the contractor and the 
Building Control surveyor

This unit has been purpose-built 
to meet the needs of a specific 
group of people within the com¬ 
munity in this part of south 
Wales, and greatly improve the 
quality of service for mental 
health patients. 

In order to construct the unit, an 
existing section of the hospital 
had to be demolished, which 
would disrupt the day-to-day 
hospital operation. Prior to con¬ 
struction, the floor plan design 
had to pass rigorous scrutiny, 
due to the number of specialist 
users that will occupy the unit. 

The evacuation strategy for the 
unit is staff-led, and they have to 


negotiate many secure areas. In 
order to meet their special 
requirements, the unit has inter¬ 
nal compartment walls and 
floors, where a very high level of 
‘fire-stopping’ was attained by 
the contractor. 

The unit is two storeys, with the 
roof void area used as a plant 
room where special features had 
to be provided, to prevent flood¬ 
ing, due to large capacity water 
tanks being housed in this area. 
The materials used to construct 
the ground floor level are of tradi¬ 
tional cavity construction, with a 
cladding system used for the first 
floor level. A steel frame system 
with concrete slabbed floor 


formed the main skeleton of the 
structure. Also, secure internal 
courtyards were constructed as 
part of the general layout and 
operation of the unit, along with 
a rear elevation interconnecting 
corridor - to link the new unit 
with the main hospital. 

Numerous site meetings were 
held between the contractor’s 
architects, various NHS trust 
staff and Building Control to plan 
and discuss how the project 
would develop through the con¬ 
struction process. As a conse¬ 
quence of this team approach, 
and the professionalism of the 
contractor, the unit was con¬ 
structed to a high class finish.

None of this regeneration would have been possible without 
the excellence of the demanding reconstruction, as illustrated 
in the photographs of before and after the work.

This project was created to fill the grow¬ 
ing demands of the school curriculum 
for an additional sports facility with occa¬ 
sional drama use, including two first 
floor classrooms.

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Courage and sacrifice of men from 
the Vale in the Battle of the Atlantic 


T his year is deemed the ‘Year 
of the Convoy 2013’ commemo¬ 
rating the 70th anniversary of 
the Battle of the Atlantic. 

A series of events are planned across the UK, 
and the theme will feature locally when the 
Merchant Navy Association’s (Wales) annual serv¬ 
ice takes place at Cardiff Bay. 

‘Let those who come after see to it that 
his name be not forgotten ’ 

Every name on all monuments represent a per¬ 
son. It is hoped over the next few months to look 
further behind the lists and names of those record¬ 
ed on the Merchant Navy monument of the Vale 
and find out more about their lives, and even 
deaths, men lost to save us all. 

It is important that our ‘forgotten service’ the 
British Merchant Navy is remembered. Men from 
the Vale of Glamorgan supported all of the 
Services assisting in the war effort. Although 
today’s seamen still have a tough life, they no 
longer have to fear the U-Boats. 

In 1939, Great Britain and France declared war 
on Germany, in accordance with their pre-war 
pledges to Poland. 

German submarines (previously deployed to 
operating areas in late August) began attacks upon 
British shipping during these early operations. 

The Steamship Athenia, a British passenger 
liner, 13,581 tons, belonging to the Anchor- 
Donaldson Line, was sunk by German submarine 
U-30 south of Rockall Bank on September 3, 

1938; 1,300 survived, and 112 lives lost. 

An annual remembrance and commemoration 
service is held at Tower Hill, London on the 
Sunday in September closest to Merchant Navy 
Day, September 3, in memory of merchant seafar¬ 
ers who died in World Wars One and Two and in 
conflicts up to the present day. 

The Battle of the Atlantic was a dominating fac¬ 
tor all through the war. Never for one moment 
could we forget that everything happening else¬ 
where, on land, at sea or in the air, depended ulti¬ 
mately on its outcome. 

Many men from the Vale - and they often left 
from Barry docks - never returned from the sea. 

Convoys were referred to by a letter and num¬ 
ber code. The letters would normally stand for the 
port of departure, and the port of destination; the 
numbers denoted the amount of previous convoys 
in that system. 

In August 1939, the Admiralty was made 
responsible for the control of merchant shipping, 
but only in designating if and when a ship should 
sail in a convoy, or if the ship was fast enough, to 
sail independently. 

It decided the course and speed, the rest was 
left to the civilian Ministry of Shipping (MoS) 
which later became the Ministry of War Transport 


(MoWT). It took responsibility for the destination 
and cargo of all ships, and had the power to requi¬ 
sition all allied and neutral ships. 

The average convoy consisted of between six 
and nine columns of ships with five ships in each 
column. The largest convoy ever was HX 300 
which had 167 ships sailing in nineteen columns. 

The HX series was also the longest running 
convoy series, starting from September 16, 1939 
with HX 1, and finishing with HX 358 on May 23, 
1945; in all there were 452 different convoy series 
throughout the war. 

The month of January in years 1940-45: 

On January 29, 1940, the Leo Dawson, a 
British steam merchant ship, was torpedoed by the 
Kreigmarines U-37, all 35 crew were lost. 

Her Chief Officer was William Morgan aged 
50, a son of William Harris Morgan and Deborah 
Morgan, and husband of Ivy Morgan, who lived in 
Barry. 

The following new year saw, on January 5, 

1941, the SS Shakespear on passage from Barry 
for Alexandria, shelled by the Italian submarine 
Comandante Alfredo Cappellini. It sunk with 20 
dead, the 22 survivors including the captain, aban¬ 
doned ship into their boats, and afterwards the 
submarine delivered the ‘coupe de grace’ and sank 
the burning vessel. 

Those recorded as lost from the local area were 
Gustav Arthur Blamander, William Burke, 

Thomas Roy Cridland, Frederick John Goodfellow 
and Frederck Jansson. 

Frederick John Goodfellow was a mess room 
boy aboard the SS Shakespear. He died when he 
was 17 the son of William (‘his loving father’) 
and Agnes Florence Goodfellow (‘his loving 
mother’), and brother to Minnie. 

Later the same month, the Almeda Star was on 
route from Liverpool to the River Plate when on 
January 17, 1941 she was torpedoed by German 
submarine U 96 and sunk; 360 lives were lost. 

The number ‘U-96’ is relative of ‘Das Boot’ fame. 

Locals lost were Thomas Orpheus Lewis, aged 
28, and Edwin Griggs, second engineer officer, 
aged 38, husband of Hilda Margaret Griggs of 
Barry. 

Again during the first month of 1941, the steam 
ship Homeside was sailing from Pepel to the Tees 
with a cargo of iron ore in convoy SL.62 and was 
probably straggling. 

The last reported position was 43.52N 18.40W 
on January 28, 1941. 

The circumstances of her loss remain unknown. 
There were no survivors. Two local men were lost, 
James Campbell, the third officer, aged 24, and 
the cook Harry Smith, aged 57. 

In the first month of 1942, January 7 saw the 
demise of the Caledonian Monarch. 

She straggled from station No.52 in convoy 
SC-63 and was reported missing. 


Paralympic sport on offer 
in local youth centres... 


THE Paralympic sport of 
boccia can now be played at 
several youth centres - after 
new equipment was bought 
with funding from Sport 
Wales ’ Community Chest 
scheme. 

A £1,484.18 grant has been 
awarded to the Vale Council’s 
Youth Service to give youngsters a 
chance to try their hand at the 
game, which is a cross between 
petanque and bowls. 

The boccia sets are available to 
be used by the youngsters who 
attend various groups at the fol¬ 
lowing centres; Ysgol Maes Dyfan 
Youth Club, Colwinston and Wick 
Youth Club, Byrd Crescent in 
Penarth, Murchfield in Dinas 
Powys, Area 41 in Barry and 
Llantwit Major Youth Centre. 

The council’s youth service 
applied for the grant after seeing 
the impact made by the London 
2012 Games. 

The youth service’s inclusion 
and development manager, Tina 
Simmons, said: “Following the 
success of the Paralympics, and 
the raised profde of sports such as 
boccia, 1 am pleased that we were 
successful with our community 
chest application which enabled 
us to buy boccia equipment. This 


will allow all of our youth service 
members the opportunity to devel¬ 
op their skills and participate in 
inter-club competitions, whatever 
their needs. ” 

Boccia is a fun sport that is 
easy to pick up and can be played 
by people with disabilities as well 
as non-disabled people. 

Just like bowls it involves play¬ 
ers throwing balls as close as they 
can towards a white target ball, 
also known as the jack. It became 
a Paralympic sport in 1984 and is 
played in over 50 countries world¬ 
wide. 

POSITIVE 

Delighted with how the new 
equipment could help raise aware¬ 
ness of disability sport among 
local young people, Simon Jones, 
the Vale Council’s disability sport 
Wales development officer, said: 
“Boccia can be played by anyone 
and I am very pleased that the 
Youth Services have made it possi¬ 
ble to play a Paralympic sport in 
several youth centres across the 
county. 

“I am also pleased that the 
Paralympics have had such a pos¬ 
itive effect in the Vale, leading to 
new opportunities such as this for 
disabled and non-disabled people 
to participate in sport together. ’’ 

Supporting grass-roots sport 


for over a decade. Sport Wales’ 
community chest scheme provides 
funding of up to £1,500 to sports 
clubs and organisations in Wales 
to help them offer high quality 
opportunities for local people of 
all ages to take part in sport and 
physical activity. 

The community chest scheme is 
managed locally by the Vale 
Council’s sports and play develop¬ 
ment team and is agreed by a 
panel of volunteers with support 
from Sport Wales. 

The panel meets every three 
months, and the scheme can pro¬ 
vide funding for a variety of pur¬ 
poses. In the latest grant awards 
more than £25,000 worth of fund¬ 
ing was agreed for 21 diffierent 
sports clubs and organisations. 

Among the awards were £1,500 
for the Vale District Scout Council 
to offer archery coaching sessions, 
£1,500for the Vale Reds disability 
football club to set up an under- 
16s team, and £1,500 for Rhoose 
Lifeguards to offer improved 
training facilities.

No traces of the ship or her crew were ever 
found and she was considered lost either to enemy 
action or marine causes on January 14. 

The master, 41 crew members and four gunners 
were lost. Leonard Wilson, from Barry, an appren¬ 
tice, remained with the ship and his crew mates 
and it sank. 

The SS Baron Dechmont was a 3,675 ton 
British Cargo Steamer. 

On January 3, 1943 she was on route from 
Barry and Milford Haven for Pernambuco when 
she was torpedoed by German submarine U-507 
and sunk. 

Her captain was taken and became a prisoner of 
war. Among those lost from Barry were Michael 
Buckley, a ‘donkeyman’, aged 26, son of James 
and Julia Buckley, of Kinsale, Co. Cork, Irish 
Republic, husband of Eileen Buckley, of Barry, 
Glamorgan; Bertie George Burge, fireman and 
trimmer, aged 22; Percival Burnett, greaser, aged 
25; Robert Samuel Hortop, carpenter, aged 35, son 
of John Richard and Alice Hortop, of Barry, hus¬ 
band of Elizabeth Hortop, of Barry; Frederick 
Lean, fireman and trimmer, aged 59; Norman 
Reeves, fireman and trimmer, aged 21, son of 
George Worthy Reeves and Lilian Maud Reeves, 
of Barry Island. 

The British Dominion MV was a British Motor 
Tanker on January 11, 1943, was on route from 
Cura9ao-Trinidad-Gibraltar in Convoy TM-1 as a 
straggler, and carrying a cargo of 9,000 tons of 
aviation spirit, when she was torpedoed by 
German submarine U-522 and damaged. 

The abandoned wreck was later sunk by 
German submarine U-620 with gunfire. 

A total of 33 crew members and four gunners 
were lost. The master, 10 crew members and five 
gunners were picked up by the British corvette 
HMS Godetia (K 226) (Lt A H Pierce QBE) and 
landed at Gibraltar. 

Among those not to return home were John 
Thomas Aistrope, boatswain/bosun, aged 32, son 
of George and Alice Aistrope, husband of Marion 
Florence Aistrope, of Barry; Daniel Barry, able 
seaman, aged 29, son of Laurence and Jemima 
Barry, husband of S F Barry, of Barry Docks; 
Michael Carabott; Charles John Chislett, aged 37, 
son of Charles and May Chislett, husband of Ivy 
Alexandria Chislett, of Barry; William Desmond 
Mcalinden, aged 35, son of William McAlinden, 
and of L. McAlinden, of Frankton Junction, 
Auckland, New Zealand; Samuel W Taylor, aged 
29; David Patrick Tobin, aged 38, husband of 
Margaret Tobin, of Liverpool; and Alfred Toland, 
aged 36, a fireman and greaser: his death is 
recorded as January 10, 1943.

On December, 1943, U-545 (Mannesmann) 
fired four torpedoes at the convoy ON-217 in 
60°30N/24°35W and heard four detonations. 

Mannesmann claimed hits on four ships and 
observed one ship sinking on January 1. However, 
the only ship hit was Empire Housman (master 
David John Lewis), which did not sink after this 
attack. 

At 03.55 hours on January 3, 1944, the Empire 
Housman, now straggling from the convoy, was 
hit by two torpedoes from U-744 and foundered 
two days later. 

One crew member was lost. The master, 37 
crew members and seven gunners were picked up. 

Ashbury was launched at West Hartlepool in 
1924 as the ‘NitedaT. 

A year later she was the ‘CairnhilT. In 1935 
she was bought by ‘the flying bug line’, the 
Alexander Shipping Line, which used a busy bee 
on its blue house flag. 

It renamed the vessel Ashbury. On January 8, 
1945, 42 persons on board drowned when she ran 
aground in a gale. 

Except for the war conditions under which she 
was compelled to sail, the SS Ashbury would not 
have left Loch Ewe. 

Among those who died were James Ivor 
Morgan, second officer, aged 51, the son-in-law of 
William Ingli James and Mien Augusta James, 
husband of Alma Glencoe James, of Barry; 
William Robert Locke, senior ordinary seaman, 
aged 17, son of William and Florence Locke, of 
Barry. 

British Merchant seamen faced up to the hor¬ 
rors of war with courage and composure.

GIANT MOTORHOME PROVES TO BE A 
CHRISTMAS PRESENT TO REMEMBER! 


AT Christmas, we wanted to spend a 
relaxing time together as a family; my 
wife, Caroline and I planned to whisk her 
parents away to the Cotswolds for some 
quality time with little Harriett. 

It was going to be idyllic, but it quickly became 
apparent that transporting five people with copious 
amounts of luggage in comfort was going to be dif¬ 
ficult - and then try booking accommodation over 
this period. If you could find any, it was very costly. 

And so it was that a family of five spent 
Christmas together under one roof in the Marquis 
Majestic 180 six-berth motorhome. It was like a 
Famous Five adventure. What’s more we all got on 
without any arguments. This was a family first. 

This behemoth of a vehicle, based on the Peugeot 
Boxer 2.2-litre diesel van, easily swallowed all our 
luggage, including Christmas presents, while also 
providing a comfortable environment for the five of 
us to safely travel in. Harriett’s car seat fitted with¬ 
out issue. Few vehicles on the roads today could 
actually provide such room without requiring an 
HGV licence. 

Probably the most striking aspect of the 180 was 
its sheer size and at first it could appear quite daunt¬ 
ing to the driver and, indeed, their front passenger. 

However, once inside, its size was quickly for¬ 
gotten as the gutsy diesel engine made light work of 
the journey. The test took place during countless 
severe weather warnings across storm-battered 
Britain. 

Despite its six-foot plus height the 180 felt stable 
as it ploughed through treacherous floods and high 
winds without complaint. 

On the motorway, sixth gear and cruise control 
maintained a steady 70mph while it returned over 
30mpg. More challenging hills, and there were plen¬ 
ty of them in the Cotswolds, required third or even 
second gear on occasions. 

The engine became gradually more raucous

under pressure but that was to be expected with its 
sheer weight. 

Driving such a sizeable beast forced the driver to 
think ahead and perhaps the biggest challenge was 
parking. 

It wasn’t simply a matter of finding a space and 
parking in it as you might a small hatchback. Even 
if there was a large enough space, the driver needed 
to anticipate how they would safely manoeuvre both 
in and out. 

For instance, on one occasion I reversed into a 
sizeable space in a car park. On exiting, if I was in 
any other vehicle I would simply have swung the 
steering wheel to the right and safely made my exit. 

If I did this in the 180 I would have taken the car 
to my right with me. It was, therefore, necessary to 
drive to my left into the far corner of the car park 
and carefully reverse far enough back to allow me to 
safely turn right and leave. 

It was helpful that there was a rear window 
(many motorhomes do not have them). Still, I heav¬ 
ily relied on the wing mirrors for reversing. 

I recommend ensuring that a reversing camera is 
fitted for an easier life. We spied a suitable parking 
space by the side of the road in picturesque Stow- 
on-the-Wold and promptly squeezed in without 
issue. 

You would think that to exit would simply be a 
matter of manoeuvring, indicating and leaving, but I 
was surprised at the number of pedestrians walking 
round the rear of the motorhome, seemingly oblivi¬ 
ous to the fact that I was trying to reverse to avoid 
clipping the car in front. 

The same occurred when Christmas lights, clum¬ 
sily fitted above a one-way street, had fallen down, 
making passage even by the smallest cars nigh on 
impossible without scraping them. 


I didn’t realise this until they were in my line of 
vision and so had to perform a u-tum, which was 
fine as there was plenty of room. The problem was 
that no cars or indeed pedestrians behind were pre¬ 
pared to wait for me to make this move. We got 
there in the end - a little while later the police closed 
the road. 

While driving, it was not unusual for other 
motorists to simply pull out in front of the 180, 
probably for fear of being stuck behind. This was, of 
course, completely unjustified as it would keep up 
with the best of them, if necessary. 

The well-appointed motorhome enabled us to be 
masters and mistresses of our own destiny. No 
motorway services for us, thank you very much. We 
enjoyed a civilised lunch in a scenic location when¬ 
ever we wished. 

“It’s fitted with two propane gas bottles,” 
explained Ed Stoop, an extremely helpful and 
enthusiastic salesman at Marquis Motorhomes. 
“Propane gas doesn’t freeze and so it is perfect for 
camping in cold weather.” That gas was well used 
because it kept the motorhome toasty warm when 
parked, while also heating water for the shower and 
providing fuel for cooking. 

Overall, it is always a great privilege to drive a 
Marquis Motorhome and the 180 is the biggest and 
best of them. It is a house on wheels and it is an 
incredible feat of engineering. 

My mother-in-law summed up the experience:

At my time of life, I like 
my creature comforts when travelling, and it’s so 
handy to have your own toilet and not have to use 
those dreadful public conveniences.”

FUTURE OF 
CARDIFF 
AIRPORT IS 
RAISED IN 
HOUSE OF 
COMMONS 


VALE MP Alun 
Cairns has raised 
the Welsh 
Government’s 
planned purchase 
of Cardiff Airport 
on the floor of the 
House of Commons 
- and called for a 
positive engage¬ 
ment with interna¬ 
tional airlines. 

During Welsh 
Questions last week in 
Westminster, Mr Cairns 
asked David Jones MP, 
Secretary of State for 
Wales, what recent dis¬ 
cussions he has held on 
aviation policy in 
Wales. 

The Minister con¬ 
firmed that discussions 
had taken place with 
Cabinet colleagues and 
the Eirst Minister about 
Cardiff Airport, and avi¬ 
ation policy in Wales 
more generally. 

Mr Cairns asked the 
Secretary of State to 
help encourage new air¬ 
lines to consider using 
Cardiff Airport in order 
to increase the number 
of destinations it serves, 
and to ensure the sus¬ 
tainability of the airport 
in the future. 

Mr Cairns said: “I 
thought it vital that the 
Secretary of State for 
Wales had the proposed 
purchase of Cardiff 
Airport by the Welsh 
Government front of 
mind. 

“I was keen to ensure 
that the Minister would 
be proactive in encour¬ 


aging new airlines to 
consider using Cardiff 
airport. 

“I also stressed the 
importance of the 
British Airways 
Maintenance Centre, 
which uses the runway. 
BAMC provides a sig¬ 
nificant number of jobs 
and subsequently that 
local employment helps 
support many communi¬ 
ties in the Vale. 

Mr Cairns said that 
he had concerns about 
using public funds to 
buy the airport, saying: 
“I don’t believe that you 
need to own an airport 
to support an airport. 

“I have previously 
criticised the Welsh 
Government for not 
supporting the airport in 
the same way as the 
Scottish Government 
supports Edinburgh and 
Glasgow. 

“Last month, I took 
two private investors to 
see the owners. They 
were keen to support, 
but the Welsh 
Government seems to 
be squeezing out private 
interest. 

“I have also been 
talking to an interna¬ 
tional airline which has 
exciting prospects for 
Cardiff and the Vale. 

The Welsh 

Government’s current 
actions sends all the 
wrong messages. 

“I will be doing all I 
can to help support 
Cardiff airport as it 
looks to develop and 
attract airlines and pas¬ 
sengers in the future.”

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BARRY’S ACTORS, AUTHORS, MUSICIANS, 
MEN OF LETTERS - AND MOVIE STARS!

T here are a great 
number of writers 
and theatrical per¬ 
sonalities with Barry con¬ 
nections, some more tenu¬ 
ous than others. 

Bob Hope only stayed in Barry 
for a short while before joining his 
father in America, but his mother 
had Barry connections. Author 
Leslie Thomas’ only claim to 
Barry residency was that his par¬ 
ents came from Barry and that he 
used to visit his aunt and uncle in 
the town on a regular basis. 

A number that I recall I have 
not attempted to write about - one 
minute they seemed to be in every 
play or singing in every musical or 
group, and next they disappear 
from view not too be seen or 
heard from again. 

Here are some I have tracked 
down: 

Roger Livesey - Actor Born in 
Holton Road in June 1906 the son 
of Sam and Mary Livesey, he was 
educated at Holton Road School 
and Westminster City School, 
London. 

He first appeared at St James 
Theatre, London at the age of 11 
as an office boy in the stage play 
Loyalties in 1917, and went on to 
appear in plays by Shakespeare, in 
comedies and other roles in West 
End Theatres. 

Roger came from an old estab¬ 
lished theatre family; both his 
brothers Jack and Barrie were also 
actors, and his father Sam was car¬ 
ried onto the stage at the age of 
nine months by his father to take 
part in the play The Sea. 

When Margaret Lindsay 
Williams, the Barry artist, needed 
a model for one of her famous pic¬ 
tures The Man of Sorrows she 
asked Roger Livesey to pose for 
it. 

In the early 1930s he toured 
many countries overseas, appear¬ 
ing in South Africa and the West 
Indies until he returned to join the 
Old Vic/Sadlers Wells Company. 

In 1936, while appearing in 
New York in The Country Wife he 
married Ursula Jeans. 

In 1939 he volunteered as a 
pilot for the RAF, but was turned 
down as being too old, and went 
to work in an aircraft factory near 
Leicester. 

In 1943 he played the lead role 
in The Life and Death of Colonel 
Blimp and continued to appear in 
films and many stage plays until 
his death in 1969. 

Noel Johnson - Actor Born in 
December 1916 and educated at 
Bromsgrove School, Worcester. In 
1939 he volunteered and joined 
the RASC and went to France 
with the British Expeditionary 
Force where he was wounded and 
evacuated from Dunkirk. 

After spending over a year in 
hospital, he was invalided out in 
1941. In 1945 he joined the BBC 
Repertory Company and in 
October 1946 was given a trial run 
of six programmes of what was 
later to become almost a must for 
listeners of BBC’s Light 
Programme. 

At 6.45 pm each evening, at the 
sound of The Devil’s Gallop, the 
streets across the country emptied 
of children who had rushed home 
to listen to that night’s episode of 
Dick Barton Special Agent. These 
children were later joined by their 
parents in listening to the pro¬ 
gramme which gave the BBC a 
listening audience of over 15 mil¬ 
lion. 

Noel Johnson, together with 
Alex McCrindle (Jock) and John 
Mann (Snowey), starred in the 
programme until 1949. ‘Dick 
Barton’s’ real identity was kept 
secret until 1947, when it was 
revealed as...Noel Johnson. 

As audience figures in that year 
reached nearly 16 million, he 
began to feel that he was being 


underpaid and asked for a rise, 
which the BBC refused and 
replaced him with Duncan Carse. 

In 1951, he was approached by 
Radio Luxembourg to play the 
part of ‘Dan Dare’ - the hero of 
the Eagle comic. The series ran 
five days a week for five years. 
Although he starred in the produc¬ 
tion, his name never appeared in 
the cast list. 

Apart from his radio work, he 
also appeared in a number of films 
including Highly Dangerous, 
Appointment with Venus, Little 
Red Monkey and Alfred 
Hitchcock’s Frenzy, and in a num¬ 
ber of television programmes, the 
last being A Touch of Frost in 
1997. 

Noel who died in 1999, lived 
for many years at Cardiff Road, 
Dinas Powys, and his house was 
one of the attractions of the village 
for his many young fans. 

Keith Baxter (Baxter-Wright) - 
Actor. Born in 1931, and educated 
at Barry County School. In the 
Easter term of 1951, he began his 
acting career by appearing in that 
year’s school play Lady Precious 
Stream, a Chinese play by S I 
Hsiung, where he took the part of 
Hsie Ping Kuei and Synglitiki 
Angelinakis played Precious 
Stream. 

The local critic who saw the 
performance said: “...that there is 
a tremendous talent in both and 
they played their parts in flawless 
sense of what was right and fitting 
on stage.” (Roger Livesey also 
scored a great success in the West 
End with his performance as the 
gardener-prince in the same play). 

In his last year at the school, 
he was appointed head prefect and 
on leaving he studied at the Royal 
Academy of Dramatic Arts and 
became a friend of Alan Bates. 

He made his acting debut in 
London in 1957 in Tea and 
Sympathy. In 1962 he appeared on 
the Broadway stage as the King in 
The Man for All Seasons and 
together with Robert Redford and 
Brenda Vaccaro won the “Most 
Promising Newcomers to 
Broadway”. 

His first major break into the 
theatre came in 1964 when he 
auditioned for Orson Welles in the 
Albery Theatre. He was one of a 
great many actors who were audi¬ 
tioning; most of them had more 
experience than he had. 

As an audition piece he chose 
an extract from Emlyn Williams 
play The Wind of Heaven. He 
always said that Orson Welles was 
probably tired of hearing extracts 
from Hamlet, Henry Vth and 
other Shakespearian plays and that 
his audition piece was probably 
like a “breath of fresh air” to him. 

After the audition, Orson 
Welles selected him to play Prince 
Hal - Falstaff’s companion and 
later his betrayer in the Orson 
Welles’ stage production of 
Chimes at Midnight, and in 1965 
to appear in the film of the same 
name. 

In 1970 he played Milo in 
Sleuth with Anthony Quayle, 
which won that year’s ‘Tony 
Award’ for the best play. In his 
career, which spanned over 40 
years, he has performed in classi¬ 
cal theatre, on stages all over the 
world, appearing with among oth¬ 
ers Maggie Smith, Joan Collins 
and Elizabeth Taylor. 

Bob Hope (Leslie Townes 
Hope) was born in Eltham on May 
29, 1903 to William Henry and 
Avis Townes Hope; he was the 
fifth of seven sons. His father was 
a stone mason from Weston-super- 
Mare who moved around the 
country from job to job. He came 
to Barry to work on the building 
of the docks where met his wife. 

He left to work in Newport and 
from there went to work in 
Eltham, near London where Leslie 
was born. 

To his father, the grass was 


always greener on the other side 
of the hill; in 1905 he emigrated to 
Cleveland, Ohio to work as a 
stonemason. 

The family moved back to 
Barry and lived in Greenwood 
Street for a short while before 
joining him in America in 1907. 

His mother had a good voice 
and before her marriage was a 
singer of light opera and taught 
Leslie to sing. When she arrived in 
America, in order to support her 
family she took a job as a cleaning 
lady. In 1920, the family became 
American citizens. 

At the age of 10, he won a 
Charlie Chaplin imitation contest 
and in High School learned to tap- 
dance and for a time began to 
teach classes. He later unsuccess¬ 
fully pursued a boxing career 
under the name ‘Packy East’ until 
he found out that acts were needed 
for a Cleveland theatre. 

With a partner, George Byrne, 
they became the ‘Two Diamonds 
in the Rough’ and went on tour. 

In 1929 he changed his name 
from Leslie to Bob, as members of 
the audience repeatedly reversed 
his name when they took excep¬ 
tion to his act, his surname being 
placed in front of his Christian 
name, making it ‘Hope Les’. He 
took the name Bob after the racing 
driver Bob Bur man. 

In the 1930s he made a number 
of appearances in Broadway musi¬ 
cals; in 1932 in Ballyhoo, and then 
the following year, Roberta, dur¬ 
ing which show he met his future 
wife, Dolores Reade. Other shows 
quickly followed, including Say 
When, The Zigfield Follies, The 
Sidewalks of New York and 
Smiles. 

He then decided to become a 
solo performer, forming his own 
company to play vaudeville the¬ 
atres. In 1938 he was given his 
own radio show and as a result 
was asked by Paramount Studios 
to appear in the film The Big 
Broadcast. The producers assigned 
him the song Thanks for the 
Memory which became a major 
hit, praised by the critics, and 
went on to become his trademark 
song which he used at the end of 
his Forces shows. He altered the 
lyrics for the specific situations 
and places he found himself in 
when entertaining the troops at the 
front. 

A new phase of his career 
began in 1940, when he set out on 
the Road to Singapore, the first of 
the seven blockbuster Road pic¬ 
tures he was to appear in with 
Bing Crosby and Dorothy Lamour. 

He featured in many other com¬ 
edy films, including Monsieur 
Beaucaire and three favourite 
films My Favorite Blonde, My 
Favorite Brunette, and My 
Favorite Spy. 

The television show ‘Star 
Spangled Revue’ presented in 
1950, marked the first of his many 
appearances on TV. In 1951, he 
returned to Wales to stay at St 
Donat’s Castle when he took part 
in the British Amateur Golf 
Championship. In 1984 he visited 
Barry to see the house where his 
parents had lived and was given a 
civic reception. 

In 1997, he was honoured for 
his work entertaining American 
troops from the early days of 
USO, beginning in 1941 at March 
Field, California and later in the 
many World War II theatres of 
operation. 

He made 60 appearances in 50 
years in war zones, the Korean 
War, the Vietnam War and the war 
in the Persian Gulf and was named 
by President Clinton as an 
‘Honorary Veteran’. 

Among his innumerable awards 
are five special Oscars for human¬ 
itarian work. He also created the 
USO international headquarters. 


named after him. 

Bob Hope had a keen interest in 
golf and had played with nearly 
every president of the United 
States from Eisenhower to Bush. 

In 1978 he and Bing Crosby 
were voted the Bob Jones Award, 
which is the highest honour given 
by the United States Golf 
Association. Both Bob and Bing 
are members of the World Golf 
Hall of Fame. Bob celebrated his 
100th birthday in May 2003 and 
passed away two months later on 
Sunday, July 27 with his family at 
his bedside. 

Robert Tear (Tenor) - Born in 
Barry in March 1939, educated at 
Barry County School, later attend¬ 
ed IQng’s College, Cambridge and 
joined St Paul’s Cathedral as lay 
chorister; later becoming a choral 
scholar at King’s College, (where 
he became an Honorary Fellow). 

He later embarked on his career 
as a soloist with the English Opera 
Group receiving special praise for 
his performances in Benjamin 
Britten’s operas. 

He worked with eminent con¬ 
ductors such as Leonard 
Bernstein, Carlo Maria Guilini, 
Josef Krips and Herbert von 
Karajan and was a regular guest 
and sought after by all the major 
opera houses of Europe and the 
USA, and from 1970 for important 
festivals including the Holland, 
City of London and Edinburgh 
Festivals. 

In 1989 he made his debut with 
the English National Opera, later 
appearing with the Glyndebourne 
Touring Company. 

He made over 250 records for 
major recording companies. In 
1992 he was appointed artistic 
director of the Vocal Faculty of the 
London Royal Schools of Music 
and held the Chair of International 
Singing at the Royal Academy of 
Music. In 1984 he was awarded 
the CBE. 

He died in 2011. 

Anthony Stuart Lloyd 
(Baritone) who lived in 
Pencoedtre Road, Barry, studied at 
Guildhall School of Music and 
Drama and after winning the Sir 
Geraint Evans Scholarship studied 
at the Royal Welsh School of 
Music and Drama. He then went 
on to win other prestigious 
awards, including the Blue Riband 
at the Royal National Eisteddfod, 
an Arts Council of Wales and the 
Morriston Orpheus Choir MOCSA 
Young Singers of Wales 
Competition Award. 

He also won the inaugural Sir 
Geraint Evans Memorial Prize. 

The Welsh National Opera compa¬ 
ny has cast him in many leading 
roles and he has sung on the conti¬ 
nent at the Frieburg Opera. 

The West End has seen him as 
Jacob in Andrew Lloyd Webber’s 
production of Joseph and the 
Amazing Technicolor Dreamcoat. 

He has appeared in numerous 
BBC and S4C television pro¬ 
grammes with the National 
Chamber Orchestra of Wales, the 
Royal Liverpool Philharmonic 
Orchestra and the National 
Orchestra of Wales. He is in con¬ 
stant demand for his one man 
show ‘Broadway Baritones’. 

Peter Karrie (Singer and 
Actor) was born in Bridgend in 
August 1946 and lived in 
Pontypridd Road, Barry with his 
family. 

He attended Romilly School 
was a member of the 5th Barry 
Scouts and sang in the local 
church choir. He was the lead 
singer in the band ‘Peter and the 
Wolves’ which was used as a 
warm-up act for leading acts such 
as The Rolling Stones and Tom 
Jones. 

He is best known for his por¬ 
trayal of the lead role in the 
Andrew Lloyd Webber musical 


Phantom of the Opera and has 
played the part in London, 

Toronto, Vancouver, Singapore, 
and Hong Kong and on the UK 
Tour in Bradford and Manchester. 

In 1994 and 1995 he was voted 
the favourite Phantom by mem¬ 
bers of the Phantom of the Opera 
Appreciation Society. 

He has had his own show on 
BBC Wales both on television and 
radio and has starred in many 
West End musical productions, 
including Les Miserables. 

He is a fellow of the Welsh 
College of Music and Drama. 
Derek Brock (Writer) - Born in 
Cardiff in 1929, he moved to 
Barry when he was five. He began 
working for the GWR at the Barry 
Sheds in 1942 as an engine clean¬ 
er and when on night shift as a 
call-out boy. 

He later became a fireman on 
local runs, finally being promoted 
to a main-line fireman. 

These experiences he later 
described in his best selling book 
Small Coal and Smoke Rings. In 
1955 he left the railway to become 
a sales rep. On marrying the 
daughter of the landlord of the Six 
Bells, Penmark, he took over the 
running of the pub - later to write 
a book about his experiences there 
entitled Cuckoo Marans in the 
Taproom. Two other notable books 
were Glorious Poverty and Welsh 
Flannel. 

Gwyn Thomas (Writer) - 

Born in Cwmmer in 1913, he was 
the 12th child of Walter Morgan 
and Ziphorar Thomas. He was 
educated at Porth Grammar 
School where the headmaster was 
Mr E T Griffiths. In 1931 he won 
a scholarship to read modern lan¬ 
guages at Edmund Hall, Oxford. 

In 1933 he went to Spain to 
study Spanish at the People’s 
University in Madrid. On his 
return to Wales he became a lec¬ 
turer for the WEA, marrying his 
wife Lynn in 1938. 

In 1939 he became the area 
educational officer for the NCSS 
in Manchester, but returned to 
Wales the following year to take 
up a post at Cardigan County 
School. 

In 1942 he took up the offer of 
his old friend and former head¬ 
master at Porth Grammar School 
(Mr E T Griffiths), to join the staff 
at Barry Grammar School and 
became the teacher of languages 
there for the next 20 years. He 
lived for many years at Porthkerry 
Road, later moving to Lidmore 
Road. 

In 1947, Gwyn’s book The 
Alone to the Alone was published 
by Nicholson and Watson. 

In 1950 he began writing the 
first of six stage plays and features 
for BBC radio and television. The 
Keep was his first, followed by 
Jackie the Jumper, The Loot and 
many others. Much of his work 
dealt with working class life in the 
Valleys, usually told by one of its 
members. 

In 1952 his first successful pro¬ 
duction by the BBC was Gazooka 
the story of the marching bands of 
the Rhondda. In 1953 Punch mag¬ 
azine asked him to contribute arti¬ 
cles and over the years it pub¬ 
lished over 120. 

Gwyn used his time at the 
County School and in the various 
pubs and clubs listening to the 
conversations and stories told by 
locals, some of which were used 
in his talks on the BBC; a great 
many locals often recognised his 
characters. In his book A Welsh 
Eye - The Way to the Sea, he 
describes a Sunday school trip to 
Barry Island. This was my intro¬ 
duction to his writing and was the 
first of many books by him that I 
read. 

Over the years, he received 
praise and criticism for his work, 
one critic complaining that all his 
books were Rhondda-based. 

Gwyn, in reply, stated that the 


fact that the Rhondda was their 
basis was not exaggerated, 
because that was where he was 
tethered. 

The Rhondda of the 1920s and 
1930s, was the time of his boy¬ 
hood and young manhood. 

What he wrote was about the 
wonderment of those years which, 
although a fragment of his time, 
was not about the tragedy of a 
stricken community but about its 
fulfilment. 

He referred to his writing as 
bitter-sweet and eccentric and if 
readers found it repetitive they 
could always join the queue to 
read the latest author’s bestseller. 

Gwyn finished teaching in 1962 
to become a full-time writer and 
broadcaster. Ten years later, some 
of his early vitality had slipped 
away and it became an effort to 
appear at the very many functions, 
TV and radio talk shows that he 
was asked to attend. 

In April 1981, he was taken to 
hospital in a weakened condition; 
his diabetes had worsened, his 
eyesight was failing and it was 
only with great difficulty that he 
was able to walk. A few days later, 
on April 13 he died. 

In September 1942,1 joined 
Gwyn (Killer) Thomas’s class and 
still remember the following years 
of his trying to teach the Spanish 
language. 

Spain in those days was some¬ 
where far off and I, like many oth¬ 
ers, thought that we would never 
need to use the language. 

However, on leaving school and 
starting work in Cardiff Docks, 
where Spanish was used and heard 
every day, my schoolboy Spanish 
came in very handy when I needed 
to buy salt fish for my father’s 
Sunday breakfast from Jose 
Almeida’s Spanish stores in 
George Street.) 

Professor Dai Smith, BA 
(Oxon), MA (Columbia), PhD 
(Wales) - Author and Historian 
was born in the Rhondda in 1945 
and like Gwyn Thomas was edu¬ 
cated at Porth County and Barry 
Grammar Schools. 

He read history and literature at 
Balliol College, Oxford and at 
Columbia University, New York 
and the University of Wales, 
Swansea. 

From 1969 to 1993, he taught 
history at Swansea and Cardiff 
universities and also at Lancaster 
University. 

In 1986 he was awarded a 
Personal Chair by the University 
of Wales. 

In 1980 he wrote, in collabora¬ 
tion with Dr Hwyel Francis, a his¬ 
tory of the Welsh Miners The Fed 
and in 1986 in collaboration with 
Professor Gareth Williams Fields 
of Praise. 

A keen rugby fan and supporter 
of Pontypridd RFC, he was the 
scripwriter for Neil Jenkins biog¬ 
raphy Working Class Hero. Wales 
-A Question for History was pub¬ 
lished in 1998 and in 1993 
Aneurin Bevan and The World of 
South Wales. 

Over the years, he has written 
and presented numerous documen¬ 
tary programmes for radio and tel¬ 
evision. 

In 1993, he joined the BBC as 
Editor of Radio Wales and was 
Head of Broadcast (English 
Language) at BBC Wales from 
1994 to 2000. 

He is a renowned historian and 
prolific writer on the arts and cul¬ 
tural issues and is well known as a 
broadcaster on radio and televi¬ 
sion. 

In March 2007 he was appoint¬ 
ed as chair of the Arts Council of 
Wales.

MP’s welcome for 
broadband boost 


VALE MP Alun 
Cairns has wel¬ 
comed the 

announcement this 
week that the 
superfast broad¬ 
band programme 
for Wales work has 
now officially start¬ 
ed, with the roll-out 
of the scheme. 

The Vale is on track to 
get the superfast broad¬ 
band it needs to create 
jobs and boost growth 
after the £56 million 
being made available by 
the UK Government was 
approved by the EU. 

The cash is specifical¬ 
ly to roll out high speed 
broadband across rural 
areas. 

The project will build 
on BT’s existing invest¬ 
ment with the aim being 
that 96 per cent of Welsh 
homes and businesses 
will have access to world 
class broadband speeds 
of up to 80Mbps by the 
end of 2015. 

Mr Cairns has been 
campaigning for better 
broadband for the Vale 
over the last two years. 
The fibre broadband 
roll-out will start in 14 
unitary authorities dur¬ 
ing 2013/14, including 
the Vale. 

The new fibre broad¬ 
band will provide a sig¬ 
nificant uplift in per¬ 
formance, ensuring 


Wales has access to 
broadband speeds of up 
to 80Mbps, with ultra¬ 
fast broadband providing 
even faster speeds 
should businesses need 
it. 

As a result, when 
combined with private 
sector activity, 96 per 
cent of premises in 
Wales will have access 
to world class broadband 
speeds. 

The Vale MP is meet¬ 
ing senior BT executives 
in the next week to gain 
more information on the 
communities and areas 
that will be included in 
the roll-out. 

He will be hosting a 
briefing session in 
Westminster for all 
Welsh MPs for BT to 
outline the project, its 
scope and timelines. 

Mr Cairns said: “This 
decision is great news 
for the Vale and for 
Wales. Britain is in a 
global race and we can¬ 
not allow rural areas in 
the Vale to get left 
behind because of bad 
infrastructure.” 

“Barry, Llantwit 
Major and Colwinston 
now have fibre-optic 
broadband and I will be 
pushing to make sure 
that Cowbridge, Wenvoe 
and the rural Vale will be 
included in the areas to 
benefit from this further 
investment.”

W INTER 
has 

arrived, 
there’s a good 
smattering of frost 
and ice in the early 
morning and it 
seems to get much 
darker much earli¬ 
er; this is the time 
of year when 4x4s 
really come into 
their own. 

So no better time then 
to be testing the second 
generation Mitsubishi 
Outlander - the third 
generation was launched 
in March 2012. 
Externally, I actually 
prefer the earlier model, 
if for no other reason 
than the chrome edging 
around the grille, which 
has been removed on the 
latest version. 

It’s not the most 
attractive off-roader on 
the market but its dis¬ 
tinctive design is certain¬ 
ly memorable. There’s a 
good high-up driving 
position and it will easi¬ 
ly transport seven adults 
in comfort across three 
rows of seats (third row 
in the large boot as you 
can see in the video at 
testdrives.biz) over all 
manner of terrain with¬ 


out a complaint. 

Inside, the dashboard 
seems a little stark and 
minimal, which is actu¬ 
ally quite refreshing in 
this day and age when 
manufacturers seem to 
include as many buttons 
as they possibly can. 

Even so, equipment 
levels are high and the 
heated front seats are 
greatly appreciated by 
both my wife and I dur¬ 
ing the severe cold spell 
when the test takes 
place. 

There’s hardwearing 
leather upholstery and 
the front seats are elec¬ 
trically adjustable, too. 

The six-speed auto¬ 
matic gearbox is gener¬ 
ally easy to use, 
although I must confess 
that when I first parked 


up I could not work out 
why the key would not 
come out of the ignition. 

After five minutes of 
head scratching, I finally 
realised that the 
Mitsubishi required me 
to place the gearbox in 
park mode. I had left it 
in drive. 

If drivers prefer the 
fun of a manual box, the 
auto unit can be used 
like this, or there’s the 
addition of paddle shifts 
either side of the steer¬ 
ing wheel, for a similar 
experience. 

This helps get the 
most from the engine 
and helps combat the 
delay experienced when 
setting off in automatic 
mode. 

Parkers, the car 
experts, say: “The sec¬ 


ond-generation 
Mitsubishi Outlander is 
the best car the Japanese 
company has produced 
in years. Nearly all mod¬ 
els come with seven 
seats, making it a good 
choice for larger fami¬ 
lies, while the interior is 
well built and durable. 

“The extra seats are 
also very cramped and 
offer little comfort. The 
Mitsubishi Outlander is 
one of the better com¬ 
pact SUVs to drive, even 
though it also offers 
more than a modicum of 
off-road ability. 

“It has responsive 
handling and accurate 
steering, and it keeps the 
body under control when 
cornering.” 

The Outlander is just 
the ticket for a family 
that demands more than 
just a runabout.
